Status of Claims 



1 . Claim 1 is pending. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected. 



Election/Restriction 

3. Applicants' election with traverse of the election of species in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that all of the compounds share a common 
structural moiety with the heterocyclic moiety wherein X is nitrogen or CR 14 and therefore 
represent a single general inventive concept. This is not found persuasive because these 
compounds can possess additional heterocyclic rings with variable R 4 and R 6 . 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Priority

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The phrase "for the production of drugs" renders the claim vague and indefinite. It is 
unclear if the compound of claim 1 is being used for as a method of treatment or for the 
manufacturing of a pharmaceutical.
